Hurricane Winds 
Sweep Northwest

Flood Waters Rise

Winter Storm 


SEATTLE, Nov. 28.—UP)—Bat- 


tered and reeling,

Northwest fought today against 
the peril of flood in the wake of 
a violent wind and rain storm that 
left 11 known dead as it slugged 
halfway across the northern half 
of the nation.

storm of winter streaked across 
Montana, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Utan and Wyoming. 
The 


weather bureau sold it would reach 
the Central Plains states some time 
today. A heavy blow was predict- 
ed for the Great Lakes. 


Peak wind velocity was reported 
yesterday from Cut Bank, Mont., 
where gusts registered 105 mph. 
Sheridan, Wyo., was rocked by "" 
mph bursts. 


The storm struck on a 1,000- 


mile front Saturday—from British 
Columbia Into Oregon. 


Hardest hit was Washington 
state. Hundreds of families were 
evacuated as the roiled waters of 
the Skagit river in Northwest 
Washington Isolated five towns In 
the Skagit Valley. Pour other com- 
munities were threatened as five 
inches of rain fell during a 24-hour 
span in the upper valley. 


The Immediate threat appeared, 
however, to have passed. Early to- 
day the normally placid waterway 
hits its crest at Mount Vernon 
where rain-drenched sandbag crewB 
of from 300-500 men worked fran- 
tically to keep the river within its 
dikes.

Lower Prices For 
Food Reported By 
Federal Bureau 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(ff>— 


Lower food prices brought 
the 


cost of living down in October, to 
what it had been in July, the low- 
est point in 1949. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that its consum- 
er's price index—the generally ac- 
cepted living cost measurement- 
declined six-tenths of 1 per cenl 
between Sept. 15 and Oct. 15. 


The Index tor mid-October was 
168.5 per cent of 'the 1935-39 aver- 
age, which is calculated at 100. 
This was 3 percent lower than a 
year ago but 26 percent higher 
than in June, 1946, when most war- 
time price controls were abandon-, 
ed, and 71 percent above the pre- 


. war level of August, 1839..

"I've committed no burglaries, ni 


robberies, no rapes, no murders,1 
Adair told a Dallas News reporter 
Detective Lieut. James A. Bo- 
hart said. Adalr's denial "makes ni 
difference in our case against him 
He has signed statements admittlnj_ 
attacks and burglaries and been 
Identified by witnesses. He ha 
told us things that only the lav 
burglar could know." 


Adalr was arrested Thanksgivlni 
day. 


The woman he Is charged wit' 
raping was one of seven who iden 
titled Adair as tho prowler who al 
tacked them In their homes a 
night. 


"I'm going to try to clear mysel 


for two reasons," Adalr iiaid Sal 
urday, "My wife'wants me to, am 
I'm innocent of all the things tha 
I've been accused of," 


Asked why he had signed state 
ments admitting attacks on severe 
women in their home, Adalr said 


"You might say I was just dis 
guested with the world and every 
thing in it. Everything I touche 
in my personal life seemed to turn 
upside down. When I was arrested 
I would have signed anything, an 
and did sign many things."

Any decision to extend the truce 
another 30 days or so would be a 
matter for the policy committee to 
approve. 


Why Lewis called the group of 
New York City was hard for oper- 
ators or federal labor advlres to 
figure out.

id can the U. S. supply nearly one 
billion dollars in money and arms 
hat Congress 
voted

strengthen the 11 other nations 
hat signed the treaty. 
On Thursday the defense mlnls- 
:ers of the 12 countries meet with 
tho three military chiefs. Politlca' 
questions will bo taken up then 
along with tho technical details of 
-he military plan. 


But U. S. Chief of Staff Gen 
Jmar Bradley and Defense Secre- 
:ary Louis Johnson already, have 
disposed of one burning polltico- 
lefense question—possibly rearm- 
ng of Germany. 


On his arrival here Bradley told 
reporters: "Our government does 
not think of rearming Germany a 
this time." 


Yesterday, In Frankfurt, Johnson 
said just as emphatically: "The

Step To Promote 
Peacetime Use Of 
Energy Planned 


Proposed Plant 
Would "Breed" 
Atomic Materials 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.— UPl— 


The Atomic Energy Commission.. 
disclosed today that It has worked 
out scientific designs for a plant 
to "breed" precious atomic mater- 
ials.If the plan works aa anticipat- 
ed, It will be of momentous Im- 
portance in supplying atomic ma- 
terials for such peacetime pro- 
jects as atomic-powered ships and 
aircraft. 
The announcement was made in 
onnectlon with a news conference 
held by David E. Llllonthal, the 
etirlng AEG chairman. Dr. Law- 
ence R. Hafstad, sitting In with 
Jllenthal, told about It. Halfstad 
s directors of the AEC's "reactor 
.evolopment" program. 
Hafstad called it "tho biggest 
forward step in peacetime appli- 
cation" of atomic energy, 
He said- that while the project 
till Is only a pencil and paper 
ob, the designers are 
confident 
hat it will work. 
The AEC announced that it la 
Beginning Immediately construc- 
on of a test plant. 
The word of this "breeder" pro- 
ect was the most Important new* 
'rom the conference but It ranged 
over a wide field. 
Llllenthal simply 
laughed 
oft 
charges from Senator -Edwin C, 
Johnson (D-Colo) that he is en- 
gaged in a "nefarious plot" to give 
atomic secrets to the British. John- 
son made those charges over the 
week-end.

AT LEAST 42 PERSONS 
DIE BY VIOLENCE IN 
FOUR-DAY HOLIDAY 


By The Associated Tress 
Texas' long Thanksgiving holi- 


day brought violent death to at 
least 42 persons. 


Five members of a single fam- 


ily died In 'a fiery automobile- 
train collision. It was the deadli- 
est accident of the four-day hol- 
iday. 


Twenty-two persons were killed in 


traffic accidents. Nine were shot 
to death, two were fatally stabbed 
and three died In airplane crashes. 
Four were fatally burned, one 
boy drowned and one man was fat- 
ally Injured In an apparent 
fall

SPECULATION EVILS 


One of the more vicious 


evils of old-time market 
speculation was the use of 
false rumors to bring about 
artificial trends in prices, 
creating profits for the un- 
scrupulous speculators who 
started the rumors. Is this 
evil practice, never wholly 
absent from the market, un< 
dergoing a brisk revival? 


Two recent affairs arc 


grounds for raising the ques- 
tion. One was the widely 
spread rumor that the prica 
of gold would be raised by 
the United States. Appar- 
ently this story had no foun- 
dation at all except some- 
one's desire to stimulate 
market activity in gold and 
gold shares. The other af- 
fair was that of coffee. Tales 
of impending shortage 
did 


have some small foundation 
in the supply situation, but 
the prospect did not by any 
means justify the runs which 
were stimulated, the encour- 
agement to hoarding and the 
rapid upsweep of prices 
Someone took adyantage of 
a relatively unexcting situ- 
ation to create the rapidly 
changing, confused market 
situation in which the skill- 
ed and knowing specualtor 
makes hay. 


Those who 
manipulate 


the market by false rumor 
give no thought at all to the 
damage which may be caus 
ed by their machinations. In 
the case of the gold price 
rumor, the damaging effects 
extended far out into world 
trade, and the prodigious ef- 
forts this nation is making 
to assist Europe toward re- 
covery. Is there not some 
way to prevent such exploit- 
ation of falsity? 


HOW EISENHOWER

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was broken the Sunday be- 
fore election. Asked how he 
was going to vote, he replied, 
"I uhall vote for those candi- 
dates whose principles sup

"Ike's" choice is one with 


which all ,good Americans 
will agree, although his 'an- 
swer probably left his ques- 
tioner thinking there was 
something yet to be desired 
in the way of specific infor 
mation. His words do make 
it clear that he was unwill- 
ing to be associated with any 
such easy way of voting as 
marking an "x" in the party 
circle. 


DEAR SENATOR— 


The American citizen has 


long been urged to write 
letters to his representative 
and senators about govern- 
mental matters iu which he 
is interested. The advice is 
still good, but people fa- 
miliar with the Washington 
scene say that )etters to sen- 
ators are beginning to lose 
some of their effectiveness 
because of the large num- 
ber received. Senators from 
the more populous states 
may receive several hundred 
letters a day; naturally the 
senator can read but a few 
or these and the rest are 
tabulated by. his office, be- 
coming Just figures in' a col- 
umn. Senators from the thin- 
ly settled states have less of 
this problem.

PARTING OF THE 


PARTIES 


There is no sharp differ- 


ence between Republicans 
and Democrats. So political 
scientists have insisted for a 
long time. This is not to say 
that they are identical. Each 
appeals particularly to dif- 
ferent groups of the popu- 
lation and to different parts 
of the nation, 
but 
every 


group and every section con- 
tains both Democrats and 
Republicans. Remembering 
this, party leaders are care- 
ful not to push too drastic 
legislation lest they offend 
faithful supporters. 


This give-and-take might 


be ended if the G. O. P. 
should adopt the program 
of the National Republican 
Roundup Committee, juat 
held in Chicago. Despite its 
name, .this' does not appear 
to be a group of party lead- 
ers, but rather of strong con- 
servatives from business and 
professional ranks. 


Their program calls for an 


end to foreign aid and the 
bi-partisan foreign policy, 
repeal of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreement Act, and 
a complete ban on immigra- 
tion. In domestic matters 
the group would cripple fed- 
eral activities by constitu- 
tional amendments limiting 
both the spending and the 
taxing powers of Congress, 
and forbidding aid in houp- 
ing,. education and 
medi- 


cine. Fair employment leg- 
slation is 'condemned, and 
the Taft-Hartley 
Act ap- 


proved, except that it needs 
to be strengthened. Finally 
the banner of state's right in 
upheld. 


While some elements of 


both parties have long been 
willing to go this far, prac- 
tical politicians have been 
frankly afraid of such a gen- 
eral assault on the policies 
of the last 15 or 20 years, No 


leading candidate and no 
platform has been commit- 
ted to such an attack. The 
guess may be made that the 
g r o u p's recommendations 
are too strong medicine for 
any party to take in the near 
future.

Unemployment Compensation Act, 
Social Security Explained By TEC 


Confusion 
on money deducted 


from payrolls for 
social security 


and not fpr unemployment compen- 
sation has caused the Texas Em- 
ployment Commlslson to issue a 
statement on the facts of the un- 
employment compensation law. 


A great many workers have the 


idea that money is deducted from 
their checks or wages toward the 
employment 
insurance 
program. 


Not so, says the Texas Employment 
Commislson who administers the 
jobless benefits program. 


Direct Tux 


The money to pay employment 


insurance to unemployed workers 
comes from a direct tax on an em- 
ployer's payroll coming under the 
provisions of the Texas Unemploy- 
ment Act. It is the purpose of this 
act, and the legislature has declar- 
ed it to be the purpose of the state 
by this enactment, to provide an 
orderly system of contributions for 
the justifiably unemployed during 
time of economic difficulty, there- 
by preserving and establishing self- 
respect, reliance and good citizen- 
ship to those who are unemployed 
through no fault of their own. 


TheOld-age and 
survivors' 
In- 


surance Program—social 
security 


—provides for a one per cent tax 
on. the worker's salary or wages, 
which in turn is matched penny for 
penny by the employed if he comes 
undo.- the provisions of the program. 
This is often confused with, but Is 
not employment insurance. 
Help For Worker 


Unemployment benefits are pro 


vided to help 
tide the 
qualified 


worker over between a period of 
unemployment 
and 
employment. 


Although the money he may receive 
will be below his former wages or 
salary when he was full-time em- 
ployed, it will help him until ho is 
able to find another 
job 
either 


through his own efforts or through 
the local offices of the Texas Em- 
ployment Commission. 


The Commlsison is interested in 


having all insured 
workers— 


ally workers who have worked foi 
employers who employ 8 or mote 
workers—fully informed 
on 
how 


the employment insurance works, 
since many appeals are made on 
claims needlessly. 


For instance, 
the 
Commission 


points out some 
workers 
appeal 


negative claim decisions because 
"I paid my money in and I want 
it," they say.

Hero are some of those 
provisions: If the claimant left his

C ORSICANA wound up its District 13-AA play Thanks- 


giving Day by trouncing Cleburne 68-0. This was the 


tenth straight win for the Tigers and left the Bengals an 
undefeated and untied record in regular season play.

Is Highest Since War Boom 


Texas Employment 
Commission 
. / reports show Corslcana and Na- 
varro county reached the highest 
level of employment since the boom 
war days of 1943 and 1944 about 
the middle of November! 


On Nov. 15, the active file count 


of applicants seeking jobs through 
the employment service was only 
312, which Included 74 World War 
II veterans and 83 females. 
In the files showed 1,312 act- 


ive applicants. The previous low 
of 474 was In September, 1048. 
However, on Nov. Z5 the active 
file count at the local office had 
climbed to 870, still the lowest 
monthly count since 1944. 
Of the 379 counted In the active 


file on Nov. 25, 20 World War II 
veterans were registered under the 
readjustment 
allowance act, and 
approximately 150 had filed active 
dims for unemployment compens- 
ation. 
However bright the picture may 


look at the present, the next 60 
days will brine a change, although 
it is not expected to reach ex- 
tremely heavy proportions unless 
unforeseen shut-downs occur 
in

some of the larger industries. 


W. B. Reedy, local TEC director,

Warning Given On 
Scarlet Fever 


Scarlet fever is one of the most 


disabling and dangerous diseases 
usually associated with childhood, 
although actually it is confined 
to no age limit, according to Dr. 
George W. Cox, state health of- 
ficer. 


He described scarlet fever as an 


acute, Infectious disease, the onset 
of which.is sudden. The first Sym- 
ptoms including sore throat, vom- 
iting, fever and headache, may 
appear in three to five days after 
exposure. These are followed by 
the distinctive red rash; 
which 


gives this disease its name, Dr. 
Cox said. 


Complications may cause 
pro- 


longed disability or death. Children 
suffering with scarlet fever may 
develop sinusitis and 
middle-ear 


mfectlons which can lead to mas- 
toldltls. 
As the 
germs 
spread 


through the child's system, 
the 


joints, kidneys and heart may be- 
came Involved, causing 
life-long 


invalldism or crippling. 


"A child with any kind of sore 


throat should be seen by the fam- 
ily physician promptly," Dr. Cox 
assorted.

atomic bomb. He said there wa» 
nothing more to be said about It. 
The commission announced It 
will hold a general news conference 
once a month in the future and 
try to give more information to 
the public. 
Hafstad said the AEC's Argonne 
National Laboratory at Chicago has 
completed the "nuclear design 
for breeding atomic materials. 
"Breeding would moan greatly 
expanded resources of atomic ma- 
terials for use In bombs or as fuels. 
It would mean that in the pro- 
duction of these materials, full use 
could bo made of uranlum-238, the 
non-f Isslort'-ble kind that is 140 times 
more plentiful in nature than scarco 
uranium-235, the "fissionable" kind. 


A "fissionable material" Is one 


whose atoms can be "split, releas- 
ing atomic energy. 
The commission said it expected 


to complete by the end of next 
year, construction of a device it 
calls "an experimental breeder re- 
actor." 
This means a "furnace" designed 
to create more atomic fuel than is 
actually consumed in keeping the 
atomic fire burning. 
The objective is the same as put- 
ting a little 'good coal in your 
home furnace, together with a lot 
of coal that would not ordinarily 
burn—and then winding up with 
more coal than you started with 
in the first placer

life, including Minis- 
ters from many church- 
es in various creeds, be- 
cause of the request of 
Rev. 
Durham that his 


body lie in state for 
three days prior -to in- 
terment, 
representing 


the number of days that 
the body of Jesus lay 
in the tomb, and that 
religious services 
be 


conducted throughout 
this period of time WITH MUSIC, SINGING, PRAY- 
ER, PRAISE, TESTIMONIES, and 
SCRIPTURE 


READING with instruction therein, not as mourning 
his departure AS ONE who was DEAD, but in 
the SPIRIT OF REJOICING in behalf of ONE who 
who had "PASSED FROM DEATH UNTO LIFE,' 
which request was FAITHFULLY CARRIED OUT 
by family, church, and friends, Rev. Homer Green- 
ville being chairman of same, assisted by Rev.
